THE REPUBLIO MORE FIRMLY 
ESTABLISHED. 
BOULANGISM PRACTICALLY STAMPED OUT 
-—THE OPPOSITION TO THE RErvuB- 
LICANS LOSING SOME OF iTS MEN.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—The full reports re- 
ceived to-day make an even better showing 
for the French Republic than seemed possi- 
ble last night. These indicate that there 
will bea slightly smaller Republican ma- 
jority than in the last Chamber, but it will 
be intinitely more compact and less open to 
factional foolishness and intrigue. For the 
tirst time since Ferry’s Ministry went un- 
der, it seems now possible to have a majori- 
ty in the Chamber which will be actually, 
as well as nominally, Republican, and 
which will prefer France to faction. 

What the Republicans gain in character 
the Opposition loses. A number of the best 
and most sensible Monarchists have been 
beaten, and the accession of Boulangists to 
the reactionary ranks only accentuates 
their loss. This defeat of the Monarchist 
Depnties in the north and west is the most 
curious incident of the election. The Re- 
publicans have gained some fifteen seats in 
the old hide-bound Catholic departments 
of Finisterre, Morbihan, Cdétes-du-Nord, 
Loire Inférieure, Vendée, and the two Cha- 
rentes, and almost as many more in Nord, 
Pas de Calais and Voise. Of course, some- 
thing of this is due to the abandonment of 
the scrutin de liste, butstillmore it indicates 
the joint effect of the triumphant expo- 
sition and the unworthy intriguing by 
Comte de Paris with Boulanger on the 
rural royalist mind. 

Gen. Boulanger’s failure is complete. He 
may have forty members in the new Cham- 
ber nominally elected as his followers, but 
they will be worse than useless as an inde- 
pendent body, and, as they can get no 
terms whatever from the Royalists and as 
Boulanger must cease to exist as a political 
entity, they will gradually melt away. 
Neither Boulanger nor Rochefort would be 
admitted to the new Chamber even if they 
were elected in the ballotage, which is un- 
likely. 

Itis assumed that somebody will promptly 
resign his seat in favor of Ferry, who is the 
only Republican beaten in Vosges. His de- 
feat, by 180 votes out of a total poll of 
13,000, is the result of the tremendous se- 
cret concentration of labor and money on a 
single division, and is felt scarcely to de- 
tract from the splendor of the general vic- 
tory which is really his. 

My original estimate of the anti-Repub- 
lican strength at 210 seems likely now to 
be within two or three of the exact figures 
when the ballotage is over. Some depart- 
ments, like Yonne, for instance, did not 
succeed in electing a single Deputy. In one 
of the Toulon divisions there are no less 
than eleven candidates, nine of whom are 
Republicans, and at Paris, Lyons, and Mar- 
seilles there are almost similar cases. 


RESULTS OF THE VOTING. 

PaRIis, Sept. 23.—Returns from 560 electoral 
divisions show that 224 Republicans have been 
elected and 159 members of the Opposition. 
Awong the Republicans elected there are 16 
Moderates and 57 Radicals. The Oppusition 
meubers elected include 86 Royalists, 51 Bona- 
partiste, and 22 Boulangists. Reballots will be 
necessary in 177 divisions. It is expected that 
135 of these will return Republicans. The Re- 


publicans will probably also win the seats for 
the colouies. The new Chamber will probably 
consist of 369 Republicans aud 201 members of 
the Opposition. 

Th» Boulangists claim that the General is 
elected from Montmartre. They say that the 
rejection of Boulangist votes at some of the 
polling stations was illegal. 

Among tle prominent Republicans elected 
are MM. Failitres, Ribot, Jules Roche, Granet, 
Develle, G scuanel, Barbe, sarrien, and Rei- 
nah, Among ihe promment Opposition caudi- 
dates elect dare MM. Cassagnac, Lalon, Fouid, 
Haussmaun, God lle, Lanjuinais, and Mun. 
The Cons: rvatives have elected MM. Breteuil, 
Dondesauville, Soubeyan, Mackau, Montgoltier, 
and Bishop Freppel. 

M. Thevevet, Minister of Justice, has been re- 
elected, but reballots will be necessary in the 
aistricts in which M. Constans, Minister of the 
In.erior, and M. Yves-Guyot, Minister of Public 
Works, were candidaies. Their election, how- 
ever, is regatded as certain. Among the Re- 
publicans deieated are MM. Mulude, Goblet, 
Jules Ferry, Milliard, and Joubers, while in the 
distriets in which MM. Milleraud, Passy, Lock- 
roy, Fioquet, and Barodet, Republicans, and 
MM. Andrieux, Laisant, Vergoin, Laur, de 
Susini, and Naquet, anti-Republicans, were Can- 
didates, rebailots will have to behad. Count 
Didloa was elected. 

The Temps says that the political shades of 
the new Chamber will be much the same as 
those of the old, although the many new men 
elected wiil add a fresh element to Partia- 
mentary life. The Republicans, it says, ought 
to use their victory to give a consistence to 
their political action which has hitherto been 
wanting. 

The iiberté says that the Chamber will not 
undergo a change of the balance of parties 
suflicient to have a serious influence upon the 
future of the republic. 

The Opposition journals expect that the 
minority wili number 225, while the Govern- 
ment papers claim that 1t will not exceed 200. 

The resuitof the elections made a favorable 
impression on the Bourse, and prices remained 
firm throuxhout the day. 


BERLIN, Sept. 23.—The National Zeitung, com- 
menting upon the French elections, says: “It 


is fortunate for the republic that the exposi- 
tion bas been such a success, Combined with 
the wise policy of President Carnot and the 
euergy of Premier Tirard 1t has sharply com- 
bated Boulavgism. Even if the Left loses a 
number Of seais it will not imply a serious dan- 
ger to the republic, which, however, would be 
gill better secured if the Rope: groups, 
in view of the danger from a Monarcbist-Rivis- 
jopist coaliuon, should forget their petty 
aquabbles.” 

The Vossische Zeitung congratulates the French 
Republic upon an “undoubted victory within 
mo_ est limits.” , 

The /ag:biatt says: “The results do not make 
the situation clear. The position of the repub- 
lic, notwithstanding the numerical advantage 
>f the Republican Party, is as precarious as it 
was be ore the election.” 

The Boulangists polled 192,300 votes in Paris, 
against 244,070 recorded for Boulanger in Jan- 
uary.

CORNELIS NEW YEAR. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE FACULTY: 
OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


IrnHaca, N. Y., Sept. 23.—Cornell University 
opens upon a new year to-morrow. Tne Regis- 
ter, Mr. A. H. Grant, said to THE Times’s re- 
porter to-day that everything promised a sue- 
cessful year. There will be fully 400 Freshmen, 
and 550 new men in all. The higher conditions 
of entrance have had no effect on numbers, but 
the class of students and the stopin the yearly 
increase on previous years indicate that the 
raise of $50 in the tuition has had an effect al- 
ready. However, the total number of students 
will reach 1,400. An interesting feature 1s the 
large increase in the number of lady students, 
and the men note that the class of girls seems 
to be far better in good looks. They compare 
well with the fair girls who go to Smith’s. 

There have been several important changes 
in the Faculty. President Adams will confine 
his attention to administering, and give only 
occasional jectures, associated with Andrew 
D. White. ‘The university feels greatly the 
loss of &. Benjamin Andrews, Professor of Po- 

itical Economy, who has accepted the Presi- 
ency of Brown; Prof. Hadder of the Indiana 
State University will succeed him, The cult- 
ured Moses Coit Tyler has returned from his 
year of study in Kurupe, and wil lecture on 
American history. Prot. W. G. Hale of the 
Latin department has also returned from 
abroad. Lieut. H. E. Tutherly succeeds the 
popular Lieut, W. T, Vanness in charge of mili- 
itary affairs. Prof. Corson, the Shakespearean 
scholar, takes bis year abroad, asdoes the Math- 
ematical Professor, L E. Oliver. E. E. Hale, Jr., 
succeeds Prof. Corson for a year. 

The class in journalism, which was such a 
success last year, has had a term added, thus 
making the course extend through an entire 


year. 
The building for the Christian Association 
presented by the lave Mr. A. 8S. Barnes 18 occu- 
ied, and willdo a noble work this year. The 
arge rye | begun a year ago ror the depart- 
ments of clvil engineering and architecture is 
also ready for this year. The new library build- 
ing, which will cost more than $200,000, is 
well under way, as is the new chemical lab- 
oratory, which costs $80,000. The Sibley Col- 
lege of Mechanic Arts is so full that the authori- 
ties have found it necessary to limit the number 
entering to the hundred passing the best papers. 
Allin all, the outlook is bright, but not un- 
usual, The large number of new men have thus 
far been very quiet, and have shown no dispo- 
sition for turbulence or hazing. 


THE DEVIL A NONENTITY. 


HIS PERSONALITY DENIED BY A BAP- 
TIST PASTOR OF CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23,—The Rey. H. H. Barbour, 
pastor of the Belden-Avenue Baptist Church, 
created asensation in the Baptist ministers’ 
mesting by reading a paper at this. morning’s 
session in which he denied the existence of a 
personal devil and treated the passages from 
Scripture speaking of such a personage as fig- 
urative and not literal. Perhaps the most 
astonishing part of his paper was that which 
treated of the temptation of Christ in the wilder- 
ness, in which he said: 

“Jesus was not actually led down into the 
wilderness immediately after His baptism, for 
He was already there; He did not maintain an 
absolute fast, for if so He must have been mirac- 
ulously sustained, in which case he would have 
veen free from hunger and from the suffering 
which made the temptation to turn sto. es into 
breat, Lhe wilderness was not @ barren waste, 
but merely a woudy and wountainvus part of 
Judea, with, vineyards, olive groves, and many 
truit trees abounding init. Christ was not lit- 
erally taken to the Holy City and set upon a pin- 
acle of the temple. Hadad the devil taken 
Him through the air he would have wrought a 
miracle, and only God can do that; nad the 
devil attempted to walk with Christ to the tem- 
ple, a journey of twenty or thirty miles, during 
which the fast could readily have beeu ended, 
and then to the pinnacle, he would have been 
frustrated, for by law ‘no foreigner could pass 
the firat inclosure, or court of the temple, under 
pain.of death; the Jewish people could not pass 
the second, and the priests alone could enter 
the third, in which the temple was. And though 
the devil a monk or priest would befor the oc- 
casion, Christ would not falsely have assumed 
the character.’ ” 

Mr. Barbour’s paper was followed by a storm 
of unfavorable comment and will be the sub- 
ject of discussion at next Monday’s meeting. 


TO MAKE A HARD FIGHT. 


There was & meeting of the Republican State 
Committee in Jersey City yesterday, with a full 
attendauce. Garrett A- Hobart was unani- 
mously re-elected Chairman, despite his stren- 
uous objection. Ex-Senator A. G. Cattell was 
chosen Vice Chairman. 

It was decided to open -headquarters in Jer- 
sey City and Trenton, the former to be under 
the immediate change of Judge Seymour aud 
James C. Young, State Committeemen of Hud- 
son County, under the general supervision of 
Chairman Hobart, with James P. Logan of 
Burlington County, a personal friend of Gen. 
Grubb, as Secretary. The Trenton headquarters 


will be in charge of Major E. J. Anderson, with 
Augustus 8 Barber, Jr., as Secretary, ex-Sena- 
tor Cattell exercising general supervision Over 
the canvass in South Jersey. 

Gen. Grubb was present and declared his 
readiness to co-operate in every movement 
deemed advisable by the committee to carry 
the State. Every member insisted that the ut- 
most harmony in the party prevailed every- 
where regarding the nominee, while nearly all 
had remarkable tales to tell of Democratic de- 
fections, 

Ex-Mayor Collins of Jersey City has agreed 
to undertake an organization similar to that 
perfected by him in 1883 to have an honest 
count of the vote in Hudson County. Repub- 
licaus =a “ol to keep Abbett’s majority down to 
3,000 in Hudson County. 

Altogether, the inference drawn from the talk 
of those who attended the meeting is that the 
Republican leaders in New-Jersey thihk they 
can Wino, and that they intend to make a des- 
perate effort to elect Gen. Grubb Governor.

SECTS AND THE SCHOOLS 


THE BOSTON FIGHT TO Bf 
MADE IN NEW-YORK. 
THE FIRST MEETING OF THE LOYAL 
WOMEN OF AMERICAN LIBERTY IN 
THIS CITY—MR. DIXON’S ADDRESS. 


The spacious auditorium of the Central Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, in Seventh-avenue, near 
Fourteenth-street, was crowded to its doors last 
night at the firat public mass meeting held in 
this city under the auspices of the Loyal 
Women of American Liberty. The walls and 
pulpit-and gallery were resplendent with silken 
Stars and Stripes and festoons of the national 
colors draped the altar railing. Even the col- 
lection baskets and the young and pretty mem- 
bers of the order who passed them were deco- 
rated with bows and rosettes of red, white, and 
blue, 

Mrs. M. L. Shepherd of Boston, the President 
of the National Association,’ presided, and in her 
address related the story of the founding of the 
order and its object. It was organized in May, 
1888, in Boston, for the purpose of opposing the 
sectarian cliques then in control of the munici- 
pal government and schools. Its founders 
had discovered upon investigation, she said, 
that the schools were under the control of 
priestoraft and were being made a mere 
machine of the Roman Catholic Church. The 
women of Boston had held tke franchise in 
school questions for five years without using 
it; but they arose in defense of the pub- 
lic schoois and submitted to assessment 
and enrollment in order that they might 
vote for school officers. They voted 17,000 
strong that day—at least 11,000 of the number 
for the freedom of the schools—and they saw 
Hugh O'Brien, the Roman Catholic Mayor of 
Boston, go out of ottice under an adverse major- 
ity of over 2,000 votes. This the Loyal Women 
of American Liberty had donein Boston, and 
what they had done in Boston they proposed to 
do in New-York. ‘ 

Mrs. Shepherd introduced the Rev. Thomas 
Dixon, Jr., the orator of the evening, whose 


speeches in Boston in the municipal campaign 
on the public school question gained him a great 
reputation. Mr. Dixon is talland dark. He has 
an exceedingly thin and straight figure, with 
strongly marked features and panting black 
eyes. He the new pastor of the Twenaty- 
third-Street Baptist Church. 

He said he wanted it distinctly understood 
that his breasts held no hard feelings against 
the Roman Catholic people. or priesthood. He 
had the kindliest feeling for tuem and in what 
he should say of Romanism he wanted to be un- 
derstood as referring to the Roman hierarchy, 
the ecclesiastical machiue. That Church had 
mistaken the genius of American institutions. 
He conceded to every Romanist the right and 
privilege of worship, and how and when and 
where he pleased; and what he conceded to him 
he demanded for himself—but this the Roman 
Church was not willing to concede. She had 
taken a@ position upon the question of religious 
liberty that meant war, and war to the death, on 
free institutions. Between them and the Roman 
Church was an Open grave and one or the other 
wouid have to lie in it. 

The question of the exclusion of the King 
James version of the Bible from the public 
schouls was Oue of comparative unimportance. 
The schools were not godless because the Bible 
was not readin them. In the Boston electign, 
the orator said, thousands of Catholics voted 
With the majority lor the maintenance of the 
free schools, as would also be the case when the 
struggle Came in New-York, The chies and 
most malignant purpose of the Roman hierarchy 
was to undermine the pubiic scnoul system and 
build up a parochial school system—a sectarian 
educational system, upon which it will demand 
the division of the school funds and tite govern- 
mental support of the sectarian schools. 

There were thousands of reasons, he went on, 
why Americans could never acceptthe digtution 
of the Romish Church in this matter. They 
could not accept her dictation, because it was 
subversive of freedom. The parochial schools 
were not demanded by the men of America—not 
even by Catholic Americans—uot é6ven by 
Catholic priests in America. The Churen had 
grabbed its American communicants by the 
throat, pried their jaws open and rammed the 
parochial school system down their throats. 
They could not accept the dictation of the 
Church, Vecause the parochial schools afforded 
no adequate educational facilities. The parochial 
schools were inferior by confession of high’ au- 
thority in the Church. They were narrow and 
bigoted and fostered class distinctions in this 
Republic, Little would be heard of the parochial 
school if there were nu public schools. They 
were intended only to serve the purpose of a 
lever tu overturn and destroy the public school 
system, 

The speaker’s final point against the Roman 
Chureh was that the policy of the Church 
would lead inevitably to the reunion of Church 
and State and the ultimate subversion of ull re- 
publican institutions, 

After the mecting verte numbors of the women 
present handed In their names as applicants for 
membership in the New- York Brauch, which is 
having headquarters prepared in the Bible 
House, Other participantsin the exercises of 
the evening were the Rey.

The trade is dea Ap- 
parently there must be a backdown or a fierce 
corner Carried through in the next seven days.

ExSecretary Whitney’s policy of encouraging 
private firms to undertake the building of war 
ships under contract has resulted in largely in- 
creasing the number of establishments in the 
country where such work can be done. When 
he first advertised for proposals for building 
ships, considerable doubt was expressed by his 
critics as to whether any suitable bids would be 
received. He had the satisfaction, however, 
before he retired from office, of seeing Govern- 
ment vessels in course of construction in five 
private ship yards. 

Secretary Tracy recognizes the good work 
done by Mr. Whitney and thus far he has con- 
tinued Bis predecessors policy. The result is 
thatitis probable that there wiil be nv less 
than twelve or fifteen proposals for construct- 
ing the three two-thousand-ton ships when the 
bids are opened. The last firm to enter tue 
tield a8 a competitor tor the work is the 
Portland Company of Puortiand, Me. Chief 
Naval Constructor Wilson and Engineer 
in Chief Melville recently made a 
visit of inspection to this establishment and 
have reported to the Secretary that they found 
the works fitted to turn out Government work 
in an entirely satisfactory manner, and capable 
of constructing modern war vessels of from 
1,000 to 3,000 tons displacement. The increase 
in the production of American steel suitable for 
ship building has kept pace with the develop- 
ment of the ship industry, and both contractors 
and workmen have in the meantime gained 
much experience. The ship-building capacity 
of the country has been at least quadrupled in 
the last four years.

The official report of the trial board on the 
new cruiser Charleston was received at the 
Navy Department from San Francisco to-day.

The only cause assigned for the deed is the 
tangled condition of his love affairs. Fenton 
was to have been married to Miss Josie Ruf to- 
morrow, on which day he would have been 
twenty-six years old. Fenton’s most intimate 
friends, however, say that he had been corre- 
sponding for the last two years with a New- 
York girl. That he was engaged to this young 
woman is rumored, though not positively 


known. 

Three weeks ago Fenton told an intimate 
friend that he would never marry Miss Ruf. 
No attention was paid to this remark until the 
young man’s death.

PLATTS MEN AT SARATOGA 


NOBODY ANXIOUS 10 BE A 
OANDIDATE. 
WHY THE WESTCHESTER MEN ARE NOT 
THERE YET—TALK ABOUT THE PLAT- 
FORM AND NOMINATIONS. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 23.—* Where is the 
Westchester County delegation?’ was the com- 


| mou question about the United States Hotel 


this evening. The question was unanswered 


‘Cannot arrive be- 
fore Tuesday night.” 

This delegation is usually so prompt and 
early in arriving at Republican State Conven- 
tions that surprise was expressed over the de- 
lay until it was learned that, for the first time 
since he has been a great railway magnate, Mr. 
Chauncay M. Depew absolutely refused to issue 
& pass to any delegate either from Westchester 
or from anywhere else. It was-no wonder that 
scarcely a corporal’s guard could be mustered 
in the United States, the only one of the big 
hotels, except the Windsor, now open. . Such 
a shut-down was unprecedented. That such 
influential Republicans and such old-time 
friends as Judge Robertson and Gen. Husted 
should be barred out of the patronage of the 
New-York Central Road was an unprecedented 
thing and painful to contempiate. The big 
four of a year ago—Chauncey, Thomas, War- 
ner, and Frank—soliad and united in defeat at 
Chicago, distracted and divided by victory last 
Fall! 


It has been a bad week for the Administration 
in New-York State. The Republicans all ua- 
derstand that the congestion in patronage is 
due to the united efforts of Mr. Harrison and 
Mr. Hiscock, and that Mr. Platt has been vainly 
endeavoring to cure this deplorable condition 
of aftairs. Mr. Hiscock was thrown out of his 
own convention Saturday in Syracuse, and to- 


day similar treatment was accorded to As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury Batcheller. 
Mr. Platt’s friends say frankly that neither he 
nor any of his friends expect to carry the State 
this Fall after their futile efforts last year. He 
does, however, want it understood that he con- 
trols the machinery of the party. The Platt 
men are not backward in saying that no glory 
or profit can accrue to any one who is patriotic 


epensh to avcept a place on the State ticket this 
a 


Just what the platform will do, or omit to 
do, cannot be determinea till Mr. Platt arrives 
to-morrow. Every friend of his here, except 
the radical liquor men and their paid retainers, 
who were the first to arrive, declares that on 
the Hquor plank the party will have to follow 
closely in tha lines laid down last Fall. The 
unanimity of opinion and similarity of ex- 
pression among them are remarkable. “ Re- 
treat means defeat” is the shibboleth of those 
already on the ground. One of Mr. Platt’s 
chosen friends put it in this language: ‘*The 
Republican Party will have to fight on the same 
platform as last year or admit that it made a 
mistake. The absence of Mr. Miller from the 
convention will make no difference whatever in 
the composition of the platform. It will be just 
as strong. emphatic, pronounced, and progres- 
sive as it was last year. We can afford to keep 
it so. The party must stand to the rack. It 
can’t afford to beg, dodge, or modify the issue. 
We may be beaten this year, next year, but in 
the end that position is bound to win.” 

This is wel! enough from Mr. Platt’s friends, 
but Mr. Platt, so the story comes to-night from 
New-York, is in favor of a slight hedge in the 
liquor question, to win back the German vote 
aud prevent the 15,000 organized dealers from 
throwing their united strength over to the Dem- 
ocrats. The platform willindulgein the usual 
meaningless and inert platitudes on civil serv- 
ice reform and, in true Quixotic style, say 
sweet things of the National Administration, 
“for publication only and not as a guarantee of 
good faith.” 

These questions of Statecraft out of the way, 
the candidates who are to be immolated on the 
altar of patriotism can be passed out in review. 
Singular as it may seem, there is no truculent 
desire on the part of any Republican to accept 
this immolation. One-half of the candidates 
already mentioned for the different offices have 
fiercely refused to run, and it has been neces- 
sary to attach a rope around the necks of the 
others and forcibly drag them into the arena, 
No man, of his own accord, has announced his 
candidacy, and those bruited to-night are the 
following: 

For Secretary of State, Martin W. Cooke of 
Rochester, a well-known and prominent law- 
yer, one of the most popular members of the 
bar in the western part of the state; Charles 
Hauselt of New- York, Presideut of the German 
Society, who said the party must win some 
German votes, even if the old cateh-penny de- 
vice ot nominating a Gerinan is resorted to, 
and John L Gilbert of Malone, former Senator, 
@ great temperance agimtor, who would be ex- 
pected to juggle out what little there is left of 
the temperance question. 

For Coutroller, David A. Cromwell, County 
Treasurer of Westchester; George H. Beckwith 
of Piattsburg, the leading lawyér of Clinton 
County. ; 

For State Treasurer—nobody patriotic enough 
has yet consented to accept this nomination, 
although slate wakers have played battleaore 
and shuttlecock with séveral names, even after 
the owners thereof bave publicly refused to 
have anything to do with it.

BRACKEIT AGAINST ORAPO, 


TO-MORROW’S CONVENTION OF THE 
MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS. 


Boston, Sept. 23.—The advance guard of 
delegates to the Republican State Convention 
on Wednesday is already in town, and the head- 
quarters of Lieut. Gov. Brackett and ex-Ucn- 
gressman Crapo, the rival candidates for Gov- 
ernor, already present an animated appear- 
ance. Wednesday will settle one of the 
most hotly and  olosely contested pre- 
convention campaigns ‘ever known in 
this State. Whether it is Mr. Crapo 
or Mr. Brackett, there is bound to be a great 
deal of bad blood. Some of the Brackett men 
take the ground that Mr. Brackett has already 
secured enough delegates to nominate him, and 
that if he is not nominated it will be a clear case 
of purchase. Reasoning on these premises, they 
say if Mr. Crapois nominated they will defeat 
him atthe polis as a rebuke to an attempt to 
defeat the will of the caucuses. 

The Crapo men are not so outspoken in their 
purposes, but they feel thatin a great many in- 
stances the worst elements of the party have 
controlled the caucuses and chosen Brackett 
delegates. They do not believe that the voic 
of the caucuses has always been the voice o 
the party or the voice of the people. Often the 
voice of the ward boss has spoken louder than 
the voice of the Republicans in 
the ward. A gentleman, who has been 
in politics for the last thirty years says the 
only statesmansbip which avails in Massachu- 
setts politics to-day, so far as the Republican 
Party is concerned, is the ability to manipulate 
and carry caucuses. The Crapo men recognize 
the AS Spas of this statement, and some of them 
would not be sorry to see the tendenoy re- 
buked, especially if their candidate were not to 
receive the nomination. 

There is a great deal of speculation also as to 
the second place on the ticket. Some of the old 
campaigners think the choice of Lieutenant 
Governor will be influenced largely by the 
nomination for first place. If Mr. Brackett is 
to be nominated they think a man will 
have to be chosen for second place 
who has temperance leanings. That ex- 
cludes both Col. Myron P. Walker, an ex- 
commander of the Grand Army, and Councilor 
Jewett. Western Massachusetts is here stron 
for ex-Mayor William H. Haile of Springtiel 
and as he is a pronounced temperance man and 
is to be presented to the convention by ex-Goy. 
Long, careful observers predict his nomination. 
Councilor Johnson of Worcester County came 
into tne contest late, but he has many elements 
of streneth. 

The theory upon which the convention is ex- 
pected to act 1s that two strong license men 
should not be placed at the head of the ticket. 
There are plenty of others, however, who are 
in favor of entirely ignoring the temperance 
contingent in the party, and making up the 
ticket regardless of what they like or dislike. 

It is almost sure that the rest of the State 
ticket will not be changed. The movement to 
replace Secretary of State Pierce by Gen. E. W. 
Hincks has never acquired any great momep- 
tum, and the candidacy of Capt. Pitman for the 
Auditorship seems to have fallen very flat. The 
friends of ex-Senator A. E, Pillsbury, who have 
been waiting to hear -him announce himself as 
a candidate for nomination as Attorney General, 
have strained their ears in vain, and Mr. 
Waterman seems likely to have no opposition 
whatever. Had Mr. Pillsbury cared to go into 
the fight, no doubt he cofld have secured the 
nomination; but he was very friendly to Mr, 
Crapo for Governor, and, fearing that he might 
by so doing complicate the situation and em- 
barrass the gentieman from New-Bedford, he 
decided not to enter the contest. 

The convention will be presided over by ex- 
Gov. Robinson, and Henry Cabot Lodge heads 
the Committee on Resolutions. 








ANUTHER SLIDE FEARED, 


THE DANGEROUS CONDITION OF DUF- 
FERIN TERRACE, 


QUEBEC, Sept. 23.—Denis Berrigan, son of 
Michael Timothy Berrigan, who succumbed to 
wounds received in the regent landslide, died 
to-day. The remains of several of the victims 
recovered yesterday were buried to-day. The 
funeral of Thomas Nolan, who was a member 
of the Eighth Battalion, was conducted with 
military honors. 

About sixty men employed by the city are 
now at work with steam engines and derricks 
removing the débris, and the work is progress- 
ing rapidly. Those well acquainted with the 
locality assert that the number of persons yet 
missing is greater than fifteen. Photographers 


are busy taking views of the cliff sides in differ- 
ent places at the order of Gen, Cameron and 
Major Mayne of the Royal Engineers. These 
gentlemen, in company with several engineers 
and scientific men, bBave- surveyed the 
terrace and aiiaiee rocks. They exam- 
ined the newly-disvovered crack, which 
runs 200 feet under the southeast end 
of Dufferin Terrace. That fissure was, three 
days ago, but a few inches wide, and is now 
about five feet wide and some fifty feet acep. 
Gen. Cameron expressed his opinion very clear- 
ly on the subject. Not only the houses on 
Champlain-street adjoining the heap of ruins, 
but all the bouses on both sides, and on tne 
whole length of the street, numbering about 
nine hundred,’ should be deserted, not on ac- 
count ot immediate danger, but because rocks 
are daily loosening and tumbling down, thus 
constituting permanent danxer to passers-by. 

lt is the General’s opinion that the houses im- 
mediateiy under the threatening rocks should 
be vacated instantly, or another catastrophe 
will soon add new horrors to the lugubrious 
train of woe.

MAN AND MONEY CAPTURED 


SIMON BARUCH TAPS HI8 
NOSE ONCE TOO OFTEN. 
ARREST OF A MAN CHARGED WITI2 
DEFRAUDING THE AUSTRIAN GOV- 
ERNMENT OUT OF MUCH MONEY. 


United States Deputy Marshal Bernhar’ 
brought as a prisoner before Commissioner 
Hitchcock yesterday a young Austrian, who 
will probably be obliged to return to hisown 
country under decidedly disagreeable ciroum- 
stances. According to Marshal Bernhard, this 
young Austrian isan embezzler to the amount 
of about $150,000, a large proportion of which 
consisted of funds belonging to the Austriau 
Government. 

About a week ago Consul Pallitcheck received 
from Commissioner Seragwvo, representative 
of his Government at Bosuien, Austria, a tele- 
gram ordering the arrest, if possibie, of a man 
named Simon Baruch, a Spanish Jew, accased 
of absconding with “300,000 guiden, or about 
$150,000. This man was described as of dark 
complexion, with dark hair and brown eyes, 
and having a slight mustache. He was about 
thirty-tour years old. A distinguishing charac- 
teristic which was mentioned in the descrip- 
tion, and one which proved afterward to be the 
most valuable point about it, was a habit which 
Mr. Baruch had of touching caressingly with 
the forefinger of either hand his rather promi- 
nent nose. When engaged in conversation, or in 
deep reflection, Baruch was accustomed to lay 
first one index finger and then the other along- 
side his proboscis. This was done in such an 
impressive manner that noone who ever met 
Baruch coulda fail to notice it. 

Armed with this description, Consul Pallit- 
check asked Marshal Bernuard to find the miss-° 
ing man. Bernnard yisited all tne hotels in 
New-York, and then began to inspect the regis- 
ters of those in Jersey City and Hoboken. At 
jast, in Hoboken, he came upon the name of 
the fugitive on the books of Meyer’s Hotel. Still 
he was not sure of his man, as the name is a 
common one in the first place, and, in the sec- 
ond place, Baruch was no longer at Meyer’s 
Hotei. This clue was _ followed up, however, 
and in a short time the Simon Baruch who had 
registered at Meyer’s was found to be domiciled 
at Busch’s Hotel. The pavers necessary for the 
arrest were not yet in the Marshal’s possession, 
so, after satisfying hbimseif still further by a 
glimpse of the supposed fugitive, he returned 
to the Austrian Consul’s office and obtained a 
warrant. On Sunday night he again went te 
Hoboken. VE 

Simon Baruch was standing in front of the 
hotel chatting with some friends when the of- 
ticer reached the place. Walking up to Baruch, 
Bernhard addressed him by uame and asked 
him for the privilege of a moment’s conversa- 
tion. The victim, suspecting nothing apparent- 
ly, willingly acquiesced. Once inside the door 
of the notel, Bernhard announced that he nad 
friends in Bosnien, Austria, and vame from 
them to Baruch. With an uneasy air of sus- 
picion, the alleged defaulter looked keenly at 
the officer and at the same time caressingly 
touched the left side of his own nose with the 
forefinger of his left hand. As the hand went 
back to his side and tne right hand rose to B ap 
form the same little muncvre, he felta ba of 
ateel close round his left wrist and suddenly 
realized that he was caught. Marshal Bernhard 
had very skillfully and quickly snapped the 
handcuffs on him, just as he had received what 
seemed conclusive proof of the man’s identity. 

Baruch, of course, objected sirepuvusly to the 
arrest, declaring that he was an American Citi- 
zen. In proofof this he showed Beruhard his 
“first papers,” taken out a month and a half 
ago. He had only $1 in money on his person. 
On taking him to his reom, however, on the 
pretext that it would be absolutely necessary 
tor him to have pienty of money in order to get 
along comfortably in jail, a safe was uiscovered 
containing @ large amount of securities and 
cash. This was immediately locked and placed 
in charge of tue hotel keeper by the officer, the 
prisoner taking from it only a thoueand-frane 
note for his immediate use. He was then taken 
to Ludlow-Street Jail, where he spent the nignt. 
Yesterday he was taken before Commissioner 
Hitchcock, and was remanded until to-day. 

Bernhard says that Baruoh arrived in this 
country on Aug. 8 on the steamship Hamwmonia. 
He had previously visited Paris, where he had 
converted into rentes and cash the large sum 
he had with him. Of this sum, he told the 
Deputy Marshal on his arrest, thathe still has 
in his little iron safe 23,000 francs in cash and 
204,000 guidenin rentes. There are also on 
his person several valuable diamonds and other 
jewels. 

According to the instructions received by 
Consul Pallitcheck, 140,000 guilden of the 
money for which Baruch is wanted belongs to 
the Austrian Government. He had obtained 
this, it is alleged, through the use of a power of 
attorney,zranted him by a brother who was 4 
Government agent for the delivery of supplies to 
the Austrian Army. This brother is now in prison 
also for defrauding the Government. imon 
supposed that his adoption of this country 
by hia declaration that he intended to become 
@ citizen would protect him from arrest. 





A SHORT-ARM PISTOL DUEL. 

MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 23.—The killing of Polica 
man J. W. R. Gordon by Tugboat Engineer 
Daniel Sheehan at Pensacola, Fla., yesterday 
was the end of a thrilling short-arm pistol 
duel.

About dark yes- 
terday they met on Gordon’s beat, and Sheehan, 
stopping airectly in front of him, drew tis pistol 
saying: ‘Gordon, [ll give you a chance for 
your life.’ then he stepped back a couple of 
paces and waited. Gordon drew his pistol in- 
stantly and red twice in quick succession.

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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
Jor to-day, in this city, fair weather, Jollowed 
by rain. 
’ There is no occasion for indulging in un- 
seeinly hysterics because the World’s Fair 
Committee on Site and Buildings has 
recommended a site which may involve 
the use of the upper portion of Central 
Park for some features of the exhibition. 
It is a very different matter from proposing 
to place the whole exhibition in the Park. 
Any one who will. go over the ground upon 
the heights between the Riverside Drive 
and Morningside Park and view the vacant 
lands on the level to the east of the latter 
cannot fail to be impressed with the mag- 
nificence of the site for a great World’s 
Fair. Save for the space occupied by the 
Bloomingdale Insane Asylum and the Leake 
and Watts Orphan Asylum it is almost 
free from improved property, and presents 
sufficient vacant area for all the principal 
structures for the exhibition. If the hold- 
ers of this property can be induced to enter 
into a hearty co-operation with the com- 
mittees and surrender the use of their land 
on favorable terms, there will be little oc- 
casion for invading the Park, andin the 
end they will be gainers, and not losers. 
For some features of the fair portions of the 
Park could be used with actual benefit. 
There is a considerable space on the Fifth- 
avenue side, near Mount St. Vincent, 
which might be rescued from positive 
uncouthness by being made the scene of a 
horticultural and botanical exhibition to 
the permanent advantage of the Park and 
the city. It is certainly to be hoped that 
there is sufficient public spirit among the 
owners of land within the selected area, 
now unoccupied and unimproved, to permit 
of its being used for a purpose of so much 
public moment. which would in the end 
add greatly to the value of property in that 
whole section.

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The Republican delegates have begun to 
gather at Saratoga for the State Conven- 
tion which is to be held to-morrow. There 
is still little eagerness displayed for the 
honor of being nominated as candidates for 
State offices, and the general feeling ap- 
pears to be that candidates are not to be 
put up with any expectation of their being 
elected. If itis true that there is to be a 
sbirking ofthe liquor question, after the 
manner of the New-Jersey Convehtion, 
there will be little chance of a winning 
contest for the Republicans. Gov. HILt’s 
challenge fora tight on that issue offered 
the best opportunity for a contest, but if 
that is not accepted itis hard to see how 
much life can be put into the canvass. 
Tom PLaTr seems tv care little who shall 
be the candidates or what shall beceme of 
them, and his plan is doubtless te work for 
the control ef the Legislature. The con-

We find in the Tribune of yesterday morn- 
ing a-very manly letter, which that paper

No step backward’ for the future.” ‘The 
writer,” says the Tribune, “is obviously 
correct in his contention that a disbeliever 
in this reform can have no standing in our 
party.” We heartily wish that the Tribune 
and its correspondent and all Republicans 
who share this view may succeed in estab- 
lishing it as orthodox and giving it com- 
plete practical application. But they must 
not underrate the task they have under- 
taken. Nothing that any convention can 
say will help them. Their only hope is in 
what Republicans in responsible places will’ 
do. Of these the chief is President Harrt- 
SON. Itishe and he only who can secure 
the “sacred fulfillment of the pledges here- 
tofore made,” and he must begin by undo- 
ing his own violation of those pledges. 











The Denver Mining Exchange is lacking 
neither in courage nor ingenuity. At its 
meeting on Saturday it resolved to make a 
test of what it calls the ‘ constitution- 
ality” of the silver law, so far as it restricts 
the coinage of silver. Presenting 100 
ounces of silver at the Mint, its committee 
will demand its coinage into legal-tender 
silver dollars. This will, of course, be re- 
fused, and then the Exchange will proceed 
to bring a suit for damages against the 
Director of the Mint, and so get the question 
before the Supreme Court. Thereal object, 
however, will be to bring the question 
before the public, and there will be 
no haste to secure a decision by the Supreme 
Court. It is difficult sometimes to follow the 
workings of the Western mind, and we sup- 
pose that there are lawyers in Denver who 
could make a plausible argument on the 
proposition that the Constitution explicitly 
guarantees anything that the majority of 
the people of Colorade may happen to wish. 
But until the Supreme Court has sunk 
lower thanit is now, they will hardly get 
more than a patient hearing for their gro- 
tesque contention. 





The hearing which began yesterday in 
the case of the convicted murderer CHARLES 
GIBLIN is apparently well calculated to 
bring the administration of justice into 
contempt. GIBLIN, on Feb. 15, 1888, while 
attempting to kill aman whom he had al- 
ready wounded with a pistol shot, killed a 
woman who was trying to prevent the com- 
mission of the crime. The entire transac- 
tion grew out of GIBLIN’s effort to pass 
a counterfeit bill. GrBLIN was indict- 
ed under the provision of law which de- 
clares the killing of a person by one en- 
gaged in committing a felony to be murder 
in the first degree. At the trial before 
Judge BARRETT and a jury the prosecution 
attempted to show that the bill offered by 
GIBLIN was a counterfeit one and that the 
latter was therefore engaged in committing 
a felony when he fired his fatal shot. But 
the court ruled that this was not necessary, 
as the felonious assault on the man wounded 
was quite enough. On appeal the Court of 
Appeals affirmed the conviction obtained at 
the trial, and after the usual delays GIBLIN 
was sentenced to be hanged last month. 
Just prior to the date fixed for this occur- 
rence a sensational agitation was be- 
zun, by a newspaper favorable to Gov. 
Hits aspirations, for a commutation 
of GrBLIN’s sentence. The main point 
insisted on was that the bill tend- 
ered by the latter had not been 
proved to be counterfeit. This seemed to 
be quite a plausible point to the Governor, 
and he, apparently in disregard of the 
courts, has appointed a yeung attorney of 
this city to try the case over again. The 
result showed itself very speedily in the 
manifest perjury of one of the witnesses 
brought 1n to bolster up the application for 
GIBLIN’s reprieve. More than nineteen 
months have already elapsed since the mur- 
der was committed, and justice remains un- 
satisfied while the Governor's farcical jyg- 
gle over the life or death ef the murderer 
proceeds. Of what use are the courts if 
their judgments are to be thus disregarded ? 











THE PEOPLE’S TURN AT THE 
CEILING JOB. 


The people of this State have not forgot- 
ten the scandalous jobbery and corruption 
which attended the replacing of the ceiling 
of the Assembly Chamber last year. They 
remember that the supervision of the work 
was intrusted to a special committee of the 
Assembly, of which Speaker FREMONT COLE 
of Schuyler County was the Chairman. 
They remember that through the connivance 
or negligence of that committee a wretched 
political job was made of the centract, that 
a sham ceiling was put up, and that the 
State was defrauded of many thousands of 
‘dollars. They do not forget the shambling 
investigation that was made by: the 
Appropriations,Committee, of which Dan- 
FORTH E. AINSWORTH of Oswego County 
was Chairman, and the attempt to 
whitewash the whole infamous perform- 
ance. They recall the subsequent investi- 
gation of a special committee and the ugly 
facts brought out, and the plotting and 
conniving by which the whitewashing re- 
port was finally adopted by the Assembly. 
They are not ignorant of the reckless way 
in which Controller WEMPLE paid out the 
public money on fraudulent vouchers in 
excess of the amount to which the con- 
tractors were entitled. They are aware 
that the Attorney General failed to take 
the proper steps to enforce the rights of the 
State and te punish those who hadrobbed it. 

Practically nothing has been done by 
those clothed with official responsibility to 
protect the public interests or to vindicate 
the rights of the people in this matter, and 
now the opportunity is coming for the 
people themselves to act. AINSWORTH, 
who was the leading spirit in attempting to 
prevent an exposnre of the wrongdoing, 
who admitted and tried to defend the 
political jobbery, and who used his place 
as Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee to secure the adoption of the 
whitewashing report, sought a renomina- 
tion in his Assembly district, and was de- 
feated. He has been taught that even in the 
political life of this State “ corraption wins 
not more than honesty.” He has received 
a well-deserved punishment at the hands 
of his own party in hisown county. The 
same fate has overtaken Frank J. Enz of

man whose responsibility for the work of 
that committee was greatest is FREMONT 
Coe of Schuyler County, and he is seeking 
promotion and reward in the form of a seat 
in the upper branch of the Legislature. 

Mr. CouE had an honorable record and a 
promising future before he allowed himself 
to become a party to this scandalous prosti- 
tution of a public trust to political and pri- 
vate gain. We do not suppose that he 
shared in the profits of the job or took any 
active part in making it serve partisan 
ends, but he must have known the use that 
was being made of it and he made no pro- 
test. .He allowed the plotters and jobbers 
to have their way, and the committee spe- 
cially appointed to see that the work was 
well and honestly done shamefully neglect- 
ed its frust. Mr. CoLE made a very poor 
figure last Winter in his attempts to ex- 
plain and excuse his negligent conduct. 
Now he is trying to save himself and obtain 
@ vindication by becoming a candidate 
for the Senate in the Twenty-eighth 
District, which comprises the coun- 
ties of Wayne, Ontario, Schuyler, and 
Yates. The opposition which is already 
shown to his nomination indicates that the 
people have, lost confidence in him, and 
even the party managers, who may sym- 
pathize with him, will hardly commit the 
folly of making him the candidate. If they 
should do so there is every reason to be- 
lieve that he would be defeated, and that 
would not only make his punishment more 
severe, but would be a serious injury to his 
party. The delegates already chosen in 
Schuyler County are said to be in favor of 
Cour, and the Assembly Convention has 
been postponed in order that if be is de- 
feated in the Senatorial Convention he 
may still seek vindication from his old con- 
stituents. If they have a proper sense of 
the value of straightforward and upright 
conduct in places of public trust they will 
insist upon his retirement to private life.

THE BOULANGIST FAILURE. 


The combination of the opponents of the 
republic in France has failed. That seems 
to us the net result of the elections of Sun- 
day. The strength of the Republican 
majority may be increased or diminished 
somewhat by the second balloting on Oct. 
6, but it is now obviously impossible that 
the Opposition can gain enough to over- 
come that majority. Whatever specious in- 
terpretations and explanations of the fig- 








who have been backing BOULANGER may 
offer, they cannot hide the one fact of 
gfeater significance than any other or than 
all others—that they have lost what they 
tried to get. It must be remembered, 
first, that their sole and imperative object 
was arevision of the Constitution. That 
was absolutely the only thing that they 
were agreed upon. They were not at all 
agreed as to what the revision should be. 
No two of the four or five factions em- 
‘braced in the Opposition sought the same 
thing. Hardly a half dozen prominent men 
among the leaders were in harmony as to 
what should be done when revision should 
have been secured. All that they hoped 
for, all that concentrated their hetero- 
geneous forces, all that offered them the 
slightest inducement to work together, was 
a complete upsetting of the present system. 
From what should follow, each faction was 
contented to wrest what it could. Each 
and all knew that under the present Con- 
stitution their respective causes were hope- 
less, and that this must “‘ go” before any 
one of them could get the faintest chance. 
They knew, also, that the Senate was 
against revision and could not be brought 
to sustain it voluntarily for several years. 
Therefore they must, in order to accom- 
plish anything, obtain an Opposition ma- 
jority so strong that the Senate would 
yield. Had they got only a majority of 
forty or fifty it would have beer of no pres- 
ent use tothem. Failing to get any major- 
ity at all, their plan is foiled completely, 
and to all appearances permanently. 


It must be remembered, alse, in order to 
get any clear notion of the situation that 
this is the first time since the real estab- 
lishment of the republic and the over- 
throw of the Conservative coalition under 
MacMAHON that there has been so strong 
and general a union of the opponents of the 
republic. The Bonapartists, divided among 
themselves, agreed to waive their differ- 
ences and to stand by the General Revis- 
ionist party. The Royalists, merged by the 
death of the Count of CHAMBORD and unit- 
ed formally under the Count of Paris, were 
directed by their acknowledged leader. to 
“swallow their prejudices” and to join all 
enemies of the republic in the effort to 
overthrow the present system as the neces- 
sary condition to setting up a throne. The 
motley faction of discontented Republic- 
ans, including those who really believed 
Parliamentary government to be unfitted for 
France, joined under the lead of BouLAN- 
GER to secure the same end—though with 
a wholly different purpose as to subsequent 
action—as the Bonapartists and the Royal- 
ists. Certainly at no time since the adjourn- 
ment of the Bordeaux Assembly after the 
German war has there been so formidable 
and determined an assault upon that form 
of government which THIERS said was the 
best because it was the only one practica- 
ble for France. The assault has failed, and 
it is not easy to see how it can again 
be renewed within the period for which 
political forecasts are made by reasonable 
observers with any like chances for success. 

Of the immediate results of this extremely 
significant event there is one that must be 
regarded with regret even by those who 
beliex@ most strongly in the general ad- 
vantage of a republican form of govern- 
ment for France. That is the gratuitous 
abandonment by the Count of Paris of his 
claim to the respect of fair-minded men. 
He represented what may be called the 
Orleans tradition, which; was the tra- 
dition of liberal royalty in France, 
of the union. of stability, authority, 
and dignity, with honorable regard for 
the will of the people deliberately formed 
and clearly expressed. No such tradition 
can be maintained by an aspirant to the

mander, the Count of Paris, how base is 
the treason of BOULANGER to everything 
that makes the army an honorable career 
in France, That alone should have made 
the union impossivle. But, if that were 
not enough, BOULANGER’S utter treachery 
to every principle of honest government 
was equally known. A Prince of royal 
blood who hopes to establish his throne 
through the aid of conspirators known not 
to be faithful even to his own cause, adds 
hopeless folly to his want of self-respect 
and openly bids farewell to all chances for 
the future. But pitiful as is such.an inci- 
dent, it tends te remove one of the causes 
of chronic instability in France and makes 
it still more certain that the republic is the 
only available means of government. That 
shonld tend also to make the republic more 
efficient as well as safer. 


WILKIE COLLINS. 

Every one who has felt his flesh creep 
over that fat villain Count Fosco and 
his white mice will be sorry to learn that 
WILKIE CoLLins is dead. While ‘Blind 
Love” isrunningin the Illustrated Londen 
News its versatile author has succumbed to 
a second attack of the acute malady which 
formerly beset him. His great successes 
were made so long ago that many people 
thought of him as passed away with 
THACKERAY and DICKENS until the 
news of his sickness recalled his ex- 
istence or some announcement caught 
the eye which showed that notwithstanding 
his sixty-odd: years there was no end to the 
resources of his ingenuity. Yet COLLINS was 
a contemporary of DICKENS and ANTHONY 
TROLLOPE and stood in intimate literary re- 
lations with the former in the editing of 
Household Words and All the Year Round. 
He suffered somewhat from overshadowing, 
but his methods were so different from 
those of DICKENS and his books were so 
strongly popular that he established a fol- 
lowing of his own and pursued his way 
independent of his greater comrade. 


WILKIE COLLINS was in some respects a 
British ALEXANDRE DuMAS. He gave great 
attention to the plot, as a general thing, 
and was not so much careless as perhaps 
naturally deficient in filling up the skele- 
ton in such a way as to produce the best re- 
sults. Asarule, his novels are well knit 
and hang together; the reader is led on by 
curiosity, even if he be fastidious enough to 
shake his head at the style, which is too 
apt to be dry and thin, giving tothe char- 
acters an unnatural air of self-assertion 
and consciousness. He did not form 
himself on DICKENS, although there 
are points of resemblance between 
the two which are the result of 
similar sides to their natures and similar 
environment. It was rather France whose 
novelists suggested te COLLINS the popu- 
larity of a good strong plot, the outcome of 
which should be concealed from the reader 
and his attention gradually wrought up to 
the catastrophe. ‘The Woman in White” 
(1859) is the best-known novel of this kind, 
though “The Moonstone” (1868) was al- 
most equally popular, and ‘“‘ Man and Wife” 
(1870) more satisfactory to critical read- 
ers. ‘* The Moonstone” will be remembered 
as bringing in a good deal of the occult 
lore of India, which at the time had not 
been so much written about in English, 
and was particularly fresh for novels, 


Notwithstanding his prolific pen, we must 
rank WILKIE CoLLins below CHARLES 
READE as an artist in novel writing, and in 
some respects, quiet humor for instance, 
hardly on the level of TROLLOPE. Hehasa 
certain relationship with Miss BRADDON in 
the somewhat hard sensationalism of his 
novels. An author who paid so much atten- 
tion to the structure of his plot was easily 
persuaded to attempt the stage, and his suc- 
cess was far beyond that of ordinary novel- 
ists who attempt to adapt their work for the 
boards. A short story called ‘‘The Frozen 
Deep,” which may be remembered in the 
readings WILKIE COLLINS gave during his 
visit to the United States in 1873, was 
placed on the stage, and then came the turn 
of the most popular of his novels. ‘‘The 
New Magdalen,” a novel with a purpose 
after the way of DIcKENS and READE, was 
unexpectedly successful when dramatized, 
and it is not out ef the reckening that it 
should hold the stage still. 

Though the great ‘pepularity of Witkm 
CoLuins declined about fifteen years ago, 
he must be still very widely read, for the 
HaRPERS’ edition of seventeen volumes, 
illustrated, is a permanent feature of the 
advertising lists, not to speak of the unau- 
thorized reprints about the country. While 
some readers have somewhat wearied, then, 
of the mysteries and ingenious detective 
plots of WILKIE COLLINS, there must be a 
steady demand for his romances from 
those who are less exacting as to 
the quality of the light literature they con- 
sume. Personally he was an attractive char- 
acter, and had warm friends. His round, 
ruddy face, with beard and spectacles, and 
his slight, round-shouldered figure, gave 
him a somewhat professional look when in 
this country last. He read selections from 
his own works well, and made an excellent 
impression. Those who only saw and 
heard him recite will join his friends in re- 
grets for his death at an age when. many 
writers ot England and America are still 
vigorous.

NAVAL SIGNALS. 


——o—— 

It is just learned that a project is to be set on 
foot by some of the most prominent officers of 
the United States Navy which 1s intended to 
establish for the navy a full and complete Sig- 
nal Corps such as is now attached to the army. 

The project has been quietly talkea of from 
time to time, but it 1s only recently that any 
concerted action nas been determined upon. 
The results of the recent British naval 
manwuvres have exercised a potent influence 
upon the minds of Navy Department officials, 


for, uniike the manceuvres of previous years, 
the recent one has been keenly watched for all 
Raval developments, 

The Naval iatelligence Office of this country 
has kept the Navy Depariment cognizant of 
nearly every proceeding of the last manwuvres, 
and itis doubtiul if the lessons taught were 
studied by the British more assiduously than by 
the naval observers in this country. When it 
was found that the Signal Service of the British 
Navy had shown up in a deplorably insufficient 
manner, and when it was further observed that 
the American Navy possesses absolutely no 
signal stalf, it was patent what would result in 
time of war were our new fleets to en- 
gage under the present system of organization. 
As it 1s now the navy looks to the army for its 
instruction in this branch. Brig. Gen. Myer’s 
code is the one studied at Annapolis and the sys- 
tem employed atioat. Under the present ré- 
gime the only signal men obtained for the United 
Statea Navy are those drawn from the appren- 
tices instructed in the wix-wag at Newport. As 
&@ general rule some boy too weak physically to 
perform the arduous duties of a seaman, 

et able to pass the physical examina- 

jon, is selected for signal duty. Under 
ordinary conditions the lad can perform 
all the wig-waxging that is needed, but on more 
than one occasion, as when Kear Admiral Luce 
was command of the North Atlantic 
squadron, it is said, that these same signal boys 
utterly failed to perform the work called for by 
Luce’s hard cruising and drilling. The question 
as it stands now is one of vital importance. 

As in the British service, American ships 
have depended on a few signal boys to look out 
for communication from the flagship, but in the 
case of the former it was not until they were 
worked day ana night, and under the most try- 
ing circumstances, that it was discov. red that 
something must be done in the way of bettering 
the signal powersof the fleets, in the army 
there is at present @ special Signal Corps, under 
the command of Brig. Gen. Greely. It has 
charge of ali the communications of the army. 
The men In this corps are trained to their use 
particular calllug. They vecome expert, not 
oniy in one branch of transmitting signals, but 
in all branches. Had not this been the case 
during the last war it is argued that many a 
battle would have been lost. More than one 
Commander in Chief owes his success to the in- 
interpreting of an enemy’s signals. This, how- 
ever, could never have been accomplished by 
men Only partially instructed, who knew little 
or nothing about the intercepting of hostile 
messages, the deciphering of codes unknown to 
to them, and it can never be done now in the 
navy, it 1s said, unless immediate steps are 
taken to establish a Signal Corps on the order of 
that now in existence in the army. 

It is proposed to enlist men from the appren- 
tices at Newport who show exceptional abil- 
ities, and with them organize schools of instruc- 
tion in signaling. From this corps men can be 
supplied to the different ships as fast as the 
latter are commissione& Ir a fleet it is pro- 
posed to have a force of signal men numbering 
thirty or forty,all under the charge of several spe- 
cial slguol officers onc the flagship. Then,when 
going into action, the men are to be detailed to 
the different vessels as may be desired, or put 
in positions on shore, so that the Admiral in 
command can at all times transmit messages 
bese absolute certainty of their being correctly 
read. ' 

Newport, it is thought, will be the best place 
for the establishing of such a schoo!, which, it 
is intended, shall conform as nearly as possible 
to Fort Myer, the army school of signaiing. 
It is even thought best to make a separate 
corps of signal ofticers, to number about 150, of 
all grades, and to fill this corps trom the gradu- 
ates of Annapolis in the same manner that the 
Marine and Engineer Corps are filled. It 
is further suggested that the signal offi- 
cera be given assimilated rank and pay 
with the Marine Corps, and that there shall be 
the grades of Colonel, “Major, Lieutenant 
Colonel, Captains, First Lieutenants, and Sec- 
ond Lieutenants. This, at least, is the idea of 
some of those who have the project in hand. 
Other persons believe that the corps should 
have assimilated rank with the line of the 
navy, and that there should be established the 
ranks of Captain, Commander, Lieutenant Com- 
mander, Lieutenants, Junior Lieutenants, and 
Ensigns. In the latter event the Signal Corps 
men would be properly sailors, and could be 
drawn from the apprentice ships, whereas, 
were the corps to be placed on the basis of tne 
marines the signal men would have to be spe- 
cially enlisted from civil life or obtain transfer 
Irom the army. 

This matter may be expected ene defi- 
nite shape in afew days. The Sé@retary of the 
Navy will be asked to lay the project before 
Congress at its next session. 


OBITUARY. 


COL. GOUVERNEUR CARR. 

Rheumatism of the heart, superinduced by 
wounds received in the war of the rebellion, 
yesterday suddenly caused the death of Col. 
Gouverneur Carr, for along term of years an 
active figure in newspaper circles in this city. 
Col. Carr at the time of his death was the law re- 
porter and military writer of the Tribune. He had 
been identified with newspaper life is New-York 


for more than a quarter of a century. In his 
eighteenth year he was graduated from the 
University of the City of New-York, and at once 
applied himself to journalistic pursuits. It is 
recorded of him that his first essay in this field 
was in the rorm of an article upon the then 
political situation, which was so cieveriy writ- 
ten that it was accepted by and printed as an 
editorial in the columns of THE TIMES, 

Ou the outbreak of the civil war he hastened 
to enroll himself in the Union Army. He was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Dur- 
yee Zouaves, and he rose by successive promo- 
tions to the position of Lieutenant Colonel of 
the One Hundred and Sixty-tifth Regiment, 
New-York Volunteers. During bis connection 
with the army ne acted as war correspondent of 
THD TIMES, and after his discharge from the 
service he was appointed city editor of this 

aper. 

Although not a member of the,Grand Army of 
the Republic, he was an earnest friend of that 
organization. Just previous to his death he 
ha made application to Washington for ap- 
pointment to a foreign consulate. The pavers 
in his case were intrusted to the son of Secreta- 
ry of State Blaine, who wrote him on Saturday 
last that he need have no anxiety, since all the 
preliminaries had been complied with, and noth- 
ing further remained to be done but the signing 
of his commission. Col. Carr was a great-grand- 
son of Israel Putnam on his mother’s side. 
Eighteen years ago he married a French lady of 
noble extraction, who survives him.

WILKIE OOLLINS DEAD. 


Lonpoy, Sept. 23,—Wilkie Collins, the novel- 
ist, who has been seriously ill for some time, 
died to-day. 


William Wilkie Collins, who fairly earned the 
reputation of being one of the best of modern 
English novelists, was born in London in 1824 
His father was William Collins, R. A., a cele- 
brated English landscape painter, and his 
mother was a sister of Mrs. Carpenter, the 
portrait painter. Young Wilkie, as he came to 
be known in later years through his books, 
gave no sign of inheriting the artistic talents of 
his parents, and it was decided to devote him 
to a commercial life. His early education was 
at a school in Highbury, and then he spent two 
years on the Continent, where he learned 
French and Italian, becoming so proficient in 
these lauguages ,that ne could talk and write 
them with as much ease as his own 
mother tongus. His education now being 
considered complete for the business to 
which he was destined, Wilkie was 


duly articted for a term of four years to a Lon- 
don firm engaged in the tea trade. He had not 
been loug at the business, however, before both 
he and his employers realized that he was not 
intended to make a successful merchant, aud 
his articles werecancelea. It was decided that 
he should exchange commerce for law, and he 
‘Was entered as a student at Lincoln’sIna. Mr. 
Collins was not destined to become a lawyer, 
however, but the legal knowledge which he 
gained at this period of his life served him ad- 
mirably in his chosen profession of a novelist 
He employea in literary instead of forensic 
Dileading, and ‘how effectively he used it the 
pages 0 ‘‘Man and Wife” and “The Law and 
he Lady” are ample testimony. 

While Mr. Collins was studying law at Lin- 
coln’s Inn his father died, and this event was 
the signal for his first excursion into the field 
of literature. He wrote an admirable biography 
of his fatuer, enriched with judicious selections 
from his journals agd correspondence, and pub- 
lished it in two volumes in 1848. The work, 
though of an entirely different character from 
those which were later to make its author 
famous, was successful, both from a literary 
and financial point of view, and its success der 
termined young Wiikie te devote himself to 
literature. Two vears later, in 1850, he launched 
his first novel, It was called “ Antonina; or, 
The Fall of Rome,” and was a classic romance 
of the fifth century. Though much in- 
ferior to Buiwer’s. historical romances, “Anto- 
Riua” eviuced Mr. Collins’s art in constructing 
an interesting story, and this dramatic faculty 
rather than skill in depicting character was the 
distinguishing feature of his subsequent pro- 
ductions. The reviews of “Antonina” were 
flattering enough to the young author to en- 
—— him to continue in the field which he 

ad chosen for himeelf, and in which he now 
began to make rapid progress toward fame as a 
novelist at a time when such mer as Dickens 
and Thackeray were his competitors. 

In 1851 Mr. Collins published a volume of 
picturesque writing entitled ** Rambles keyond 
Railways; @ Narfative of a Walking Tour in 
Cornwall.” This book brought him to the atten- 
tion of Charles Dickens, who was then conduct- 
ing Household Words, and the author of “‘ Pick- 
wick,” recognizing the genius of the young 
writer, at once secured him as a contributor te 
his magazine. Mr. Collins justified the literary 
judgment of his newly-found friend and proved 
@valuable accession to the staff of what was 
then the most popular magazine of fiction in 
Great Britain. Mr. Collins was, perhaps, the 
only prominent associate of Dickens who dia 
not avishly fellow him in his work and 
weaken his own Y aegertae mar 5 by an attempt to 
imitave the popular style of hie chief, and Dicx- 
ene’s admiration of his contributor certainly 
did not suffer from thatfact. Both men were 
sufficien atin theirown way to preclude 
the possibility of either interfering with the 
well-won fame of the other, and both helped to 
swell the popularity of Household Words, and 
later of Ali the Year Round, 

Mr. Collins’s “After Dark” was first pub- 
lished in 1856, “fhe Dead Secret” in 1857, and 
“The Queen of Hearta” in 1858-9. These 
books showed great skill in the art of narrative 
and in general literary craftsmanship. In 1859 
“The Woman in White” first appeared in All 
the Year Round, and it was now no longer poss}- 
Die to doubt that Wilkie Collins was a great 
novelist. Such graspofa central idea as was 
shown in this story; so mucn power of detail; 
such hold of interest and marshaling of inoi- 
dents, and above all,so much art in withhold- 
ing the key to a mystery until the last 
Moment, had not been shown by any liv- 
jaa, English novelist, and ‘The oman 
n White” jumped intoa world-wide popularity 
at once. r. Collins’s competitors in English 
fiction were. great, each possessing gifts to 
which he could not aspire. He tacked com- 
mand of the nicer shades of character, and in 

int of humor his work was not eminent; but 

is gifts as a whole were those of a master of 
his craft, and ‘“‘The Woman in White” acquired 
the reputation of one of the finest novels of the 
age. It was republished in this country, and 
translated into French, Italian, German, Dutch, 
Danish, and Russian, and all the subsequent 
works of the author passed through the same 
experience. 

“Armadale” followed in 1866, and for this 
Mr. Collins received a large remuneration, but 
his former success was not repeated until he 

ublighed “The Moonstone,” in 1868. It is per- 

aps not too much to say that in sheer ingenuil- 
ty of construction this novel has ne superior, 
and possibly no equal, in fiction. In 1873 “The 
New Magdalen” was first published in Temple 
Bar. The centralideain this book was a bold 
one, liable to da ali sticklers for the con- 
ventions, and it was undoubtedly open to the 
objection that it was caiculated to give false 
sympathy for a woman who was practicing 
an imposture. But the fundamental nobill- 
ty oa the aim in view was autffi- 
cient to override ail minor shortcomings, 
and “The New Magdalen” was one of tha 
most peaer of Mr. Collizns’s books. ‘“‘ Basil,’? 
ublished in 1852; “No Name,” (1862;) “Tne 
wand the Lady,” (1875;) “Man and Wife.” 
(1870;) “Poor Miss Finch,” (1872;) “Alicia 
Warlock,” (1875,) “The Evil Genius,” and 
“The Guilty River,” (1886,) are. some of the 
other notable novels that Mr. Collins has given 
to the world, In “Man and Wife” and “The 
Law and the Lady” bis early legal education 
proved invaluable to him, and he succeeded in 
constructing stories of thrilling interest around 
what to most writers would be simply dry and 
Uuiulerestug proves OL law. Mr 4 sil > 
last novelis ealled “Blind Love,” and is now 
being printed in serial form in the Ilustraicd 
London © ns. 

Wilkie Céllins visited this country in 1873-4, 
and made a tour of the larger oities, reading 
two of his shorter stories, ‘‘The Frozen Deep” 
and “The Dream Woman.” He had a hearty 
welcome wherever he appeared. He did some 
work as a dramatist, as weil as a novelist. His 
firatdrama, “Tne Lighthouse,” was privately 

layed at Tavistock House, and afterward ag 
he Oiympic Theatre, London. “The Frozen 
Deep” was dramatized, and Mr. Dickens and 
Mr. Collins himself played in itat a private rep- 
resentation before the Queen. ‘“ The Moonstone” 
and “The Woman in White” did not succeed as 
dramas, but “She New Magialen” and “ Man 
and Wife’ were successfully placed on the 
atage. 





BEFORE 1TH CANAL BOARD, 


ALBANY, Sept. 23.—The Canal Board held ita 
second meeting this afternoon to consider the 
matter of the city of Syracuse usin< the surplus 
water of Skaneateles Lake for a water supply 
for that city. All the members of the board 
were present, with the exception of Secretary 
of State Cook. J. B. Brooks, as Secretary of 
the Syracuse Water Board, presented a written 
application to the Canal Board for permission 
to supply the city with water from Skaneateles 
Lake. Counselor Barrow opened the discus- 
sion for the opposition. Division Engineer 
Stebbins followed Mr. Barrow in opposition. 
He said the Onondaga Valley source was 
the best available one in  ~point of 
quantity and quality for the needs of 
the city of Syracuse for many years to 
come. He showed that the ability of the canal 
authorities to keep up navigation on the Jordan 
level of the Erie Canal during the dry season 
lies inthe amount of water stored in Skaneat- 
eles and Otisco Lakes. There was no-way of 
compensating the State for relinquishment of 
that water, which, he said, represented 70 per 
cent. of the Jordan level supply, and that in- 
stead of diminishing the State’s reservoirs it 
was found necessary to add new sources of 
supply, as Shown by the Levislature’s appro- 
priation of last Winter forthe completion of 
the new Forestport dam in Fulton County. 

Mr. Luke Rauney of the village of Eldridge, 
near Skaneateles Lake, said, speaking from 
Many years of experience and much investiga- 
tion, that the tapping of the Skaneateles water 
for any purpose, notwithstanding the con'em- 
plated compensating: supply. would virtually 
and effectually ruin the canal sysiem of the 
State. Ex-Assemblyman George Clinton of 
Buffalo protested against water, set apart fe~ 
State purposes, being allowed to be diver ed 
for private uses; aud, in behalf of the comm r- 
cia! interests and future weliare of the Siaie, 
he implored the board to move slowly aud 
weigh well the disastrous results which would 
flow from the granting of the application, 

H. J. Hurd, representing the Buffaio Lum»er 
Exchange, said that in view of the probable en- 
largement of the canals none of the wa-er con- 
trojled by the State should be parted with under 
any consideration. It was essential that noth- 
ing should be done to impair the efficiency of 
the canal, especialiy the Jordan level, and he 
said that he represented in his opposition to the

NOT ALL SMOOTH SAILING 


SITE PROBLEMS NOT EASILY 
SETTLED. 

NOW IT IS A QUESTION HOW LAND 

NEAR CENTRAL PARK CAN BE AC- 


QUIRED FOR THE WORLD’s FAIR. 


Al hough perhaps it was not originally in- 
tenved that the World's Fair Committee on Site 
ehould copcern itself with questions of finance 
and legislation, those members of the -o:amit- 
tee Wio have given most attention to the sub- 
ject assigned to them have found these extra- 
neous matters forced upon them. The 
immediate consequence has been far from re- 
assuring. It 1s ‘o be presumed-that the site In 
the neighborhood of Centra’ Park was not un- 
nounced or selec ed without some measure of 
consideration to the various and diverse inter- 
ests luvolved. At the same time it may be 
fairly doubted whether any considerations {hat 
may have occurred to the members of the com: 
mittee in advance of their selection 4nd an- 
hoancement were as potent, as surely they 
¢eould not have been as numerous, as those that 
have reached them since in the form of sugges- 
tion, advice, and criticism. 

Of course every one interested in the fair 
must have given: the committee credit tor some 
definite purpose In fixing such generous bound- 
aries to the proposed site as Ninety-sixth and 
One Hundred and Twenty-seventh streetsin one 
direction, and Fourth-avenue and the Hudson 
River in the other. If any one had auvposed 
that in announcing these boundaries the com- 
mittee intended it to be understood that they 
meant to take in tnis entire territory as a site 
for the fair, such an inference was most absurd. 
For all practical purposes a scheme of such 
Rroportions would impose financial bankruptcy 
in advance upon any committee or corporation 
who might undertake to oarry it through. It 
has deena fair inference, considering the area 
of lani in ‘ss for the Paris Exposition as well 
as tiie general outline of plans by which it is 
hoped to make the fair of 1892 the greatest 
ever held, that not less than 350 acres of land 
would be required. Assuming that 200 acrer 
of this land might be taken from the north end 
ot Central Park and that Morningside Park and 
Riverside Park might furnish perhaps 50 acres 
more, there still remains a deficit of 100 acres 
or more of territory which would need to be 
taken from private owners. 

Accordingly, it has been assumed in some 
quarters that the extreme boundaries of the 
site, in addition to the park land, would be 
Ninety-sixth-street on the south and Fourth- 
avenue ou the east, this belt extending not fur- 
ther than One Hundred and Eighteenth-street, 
and then a transverse belt immediately north 
of the Park with One Hundred and Eighteenth- 
street as the northern boundary of .the belt as 
far as Morningside Park, the boundary line then 
turning northwestward so as to inolude the 
grounds of the Bloomingdale Asylum, and to 
round off with the bluff beyond the Hotel Clare- 
mont on Riverside Park. These longitudinal 
and transverse belts are private property and 
are of as little value in the market as any land 
that could be: acquired in that section of the 
city. Except in spots, they have undergone 
Very little improvement in the way of building, 
and those who hold titles to them are fully 
aware that within a few years they must be sad- 
died with considerable expense for city im- 
provements and for other assessments to pay 
for the betterment of public property in that 
neighborhood. 

It may perbaps be surprising news to the 
members of the Committee on Site to learn 
that, at a minimum estimate of the value of 
land and improvement upon this restricted 
area of private property, the cost of acauiring 
title to it would amount to upwardof $48,000,- 
000. This axgregate was reached by the most 
careful and detailed examination. It is hardly 
necessary to explain the processes involved in 
such an examination, because even the most 
enthusiastic a!vocates of the site would agree 
without question that if such a sum of money 
were required to buy the property, the fair 
could not be held in that place. It is enough to 
Bay that lots on Fifth avenue from Ninety-sixth 
to One Hundred and Eighteenth street are es- 
timated at $15,000 each; that lots on Madison- 
avenue were estimatea at $10,000 each; 
that Fourth-avenue lots were estimated at 
$5,000 each, and side-street lots at 
$6,000 each. These estimates made no account 
of improvements, which are comparatively in- 
signifi aut within a block of the Park along 
Fiith-avenue, but which could not be duplicated 
along Madison-avenue for iess than $650,000, 
along Fourth-avenue for less than $1,200,000, 
or on the side streets for less than $750,000. 
In regard to the transverse belt, allowance was 
made of $12,000 each for avenue lots and 
$7,000 each for inside lots. From One Hundred 
and Tenth to One Hundred and Eighteenth street 
on Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth avenues, 
there are 384 lots, which, at $12,000, are worth 
$4,680,000. On the side streets in this belt, 
counting St. Nicholas-avenue as @ side street, 
there are 1,344 lots which, at $7,000 each, are 
worth $9,408,000. 

There are about fifty houses within the trans- 
verse belt. Some of them are quite expensive, 
aad none very cheap. Beyond doubt they cost 
an average of $12,500 each, or $625,000. The 
total value of property on the transverse belt 
is thus $14,641,000, at a minimum estimate. 

Between Eighth and Ninth avenues and One 
Hundred and Tenth and One Hundred and 
Eighteenth streets there are 272 inside lots and 
120 avenue lots. Several blocksof houses have 
been built up within this territory. They have 
cost to build frum $8,000 to $18,000. It 1s cal- 
culated as a fair average that the lots within 
this area, together with improvements, will 
average $15,0VU0 each in-value, or $5,880,000 
for the 392 lots. Estimates have been repeat- 
edly publisbed of the value of the section 
bounded by One Hundred and Tenth and 
One Hundred and Twenty-second streeta and 
by Ninth-avenue and the Hudson River, ex- 
clusive of Morningside Park and Riverside 
Park. There are 175 acres of land in this terri- 
tory. It is valued, in round numbers, ut 
$14,000,000, That vaiuation has been reached 
by examination of the tax books and by the 
prices paid for land within that territory by 
corporations and private owners within the past 
two years. It is @ very modcrate estimate to 
say that the improvements upon this 175 acres, 
which include the Bluomingdaale Asylum build- 
ing, the Leake and Watts Asylum buildings, as 
well as several very costly private dwellings on 
Riverside Drive, a half block of dwellings on 
the north side of One Hundred and Teuth-street, 
and a scattering of dwellings more or less ex- 
pensive elsewhere, are worth $500, , 

If the site could be contined to the 200 acres 
in Central Park, to the Morningside and River- 
side Parks, to the Bloomingdale property, and 
to the belt of land between One Hundred and 
Tenth and One Hundred and Fourteenth streets 
at Fifth and Eighth avenues, it would be re- 
duced to within 300 acres and the expense to 
the committee would be very much lessenet. 
Upon the basis of the estimates given above for 
the tranaverse belt, one-balf of it, the northern 
boundary being at One Hundred and Four- 
teeptb-street, could prubably be acquired for 
about $7,000,000. Supposing it possible for a 
private corporacion in arenpathy with the fair 
or for the city under the Park Act to acquire 
the Bioomingdale property, the financial 
scheme of the fair would be very much simpli- 
fied if the Committee on site could limit them- 
selves to the lease or purchase of this section of 
the transverse belt. Ali of the property men- 
tioned above, whose aggregate value 1s estimat- 
ed at $48,000,000, is held by about eight 
hundred ownere. A fairly even proportion is 
malutained throughout the territory in respect 
to ownerships, and the narrow belt north of the 
Park is in the hauds of not more than one hun- 
dred and twenty-tive owners. 

One of the must serious problems with which 
the Committees on Site must contend will 
be that of securing this or any other territory 
in the neighborbood of the Park. With unlim- 
ited funds at hand it woulil of course be easy to 
acquireas much teigge® 3 as might be needed 
outright by purchase. With everything finan- 
cial thus far in the air, the question 
is beset with vexatious possibilities. It is 
hardly to be hoped that 125 owners could be 
brought to one irame of mind in respect to a 
matter affecting tbeir material interests. If 
their property were not to be purchased from 
them, it 1s quite conceivable that they may pot 
all agree tu pass it over to the managers of the 
fair 1o do with as the Managers may like for the 
next iour years. 

Mr. W. E. D. Stokes, the Secretary of the Com- 
mittes on Legisiation, is quite sanguine that 
property Owners can be induce’ to surrender 
their ground for the uses of the fair, getting in 
returp when the fair shall be over asystem of 
improvements for which they will not have 
been taxed Failipg in this, be thinks that the 
Legislature can suathorize the appraisemenut 
and condemnation of all the land that 
the fair may freqguire, aud that it may 
thus be bought in in .the usual way. 
Mr. Stokes makes light of obatacles which 

ave dismayed many others. It seems not un- 
fists tu those who have given the watter close 
attention that tbe delegation from this city to 
the Asaembly will not be unanimous in favor of 
the scheme as the public vow understand it, 
and that the minority of objectore will be large 
epoaxbh to filibuster against the occupation of 
Central Park and against the scheme as a 
whele to defer favorable action upon 
it by the Legislature until well into 
the coming session. If sucn action should 
pe deferred until toward the close of 
the session, and autbority should then be given 
to the city or to the fair corporation to acquire 
land by appraisement and to occupy Central 
Park, proceedings would need to be begun in 
the usual way for condemnation. Every one 
who has watched the course of similar proceed- 

ther times will re understand that 
the legal obstacles within the reach and at the 
command of dissatisfied property owners would 
be almost fatal to the acquisition of a site in 
that section of the city in time forthe fair in 


ie hatevet may be the fact in regard to the al-

Park, it 1s undentable that the difficulties above 
outlined appeal more seriously to the committes

READY MONEY WANTED. 


MR. TOWNE SUGGESTS A SCHEME TO 
RAISE $1,000,000 aT ONCE. 


-Mr. Henry. R. Towne, one of the members of 
the Committee on Site ana Buildings, wrote to 
Mayor Grant yesterday on the subject of ex- 
position finances. ‘“ There is an unmistakable 
indication of impatience,” he writes, ‘on the 
part of the public at the seemingly unreason- 
able delay of the Committee on Finanoe in re- 
porting a plan for the finances of the exhibl- 
tion of 1892. Permit me to suggest that this 
feeling arises from a misapprehension of the 
difficulties to be overcome, and that, instead of 


urging precipitate action, those who have the 
true interest of the project at heart. should 
rather unite in an effort to formulate some ar 
rangement whereby the Committee on Finance 
may be relieved of undue pressure and may 
have the most ample time in which to develop 
and perfect a comprehensive scheme.” 

He said it was his personal opinion that sev- 
eral months might be required in which to reach 
&@ wise wnd complete solution of the finance 
problem, The Finance Committee micht have 
to go into the compilation of a great mass of 
statistics from the records of earlier inte«rna- 
tional exhibitions, the determination of many 
matters of policy which will affect the tinancial 
results, such as the question of Sunday opening, 
hours of attendance, charge of admission, the 
basis and number of the more important cun- 
cessions, &c. It would involve also a -definite 
determination of the 8 eae for build- 
ings and grounds, and of all the expenses of 
administration up to the close of the exhibi- 
tion. “ To accomplish this will Feqire the en- 
tire and best services of several individuals and 
experts for a considerable length of time. Such 
work cannot be done by a committee the true 
function of which is to consider, amend, adopt, 
or reject plans which have been previously ma- 
tured and formulated forits consideration. If 
the permenens staff could be immediately or- 
ganized, vudviousiy muob of such preparatory 
work for all the committee could best bedoneby 
the Director Géneral and his assistants.” 

Mr. Towne says: 

If, however, no funds are provided until a com. 
plete financial scheme has been thus evolved the 
work of other committees wiil be brought toa 
standstill, and an irretrievable, if not fatal, loss of 
time will ocour. The two chief factors in the ac. 
complishment of the work are money and time. The 
tirst will be provided to any required extent. The 
second is already limited, and every day should be 
economized and utilized. The imperative need at 
the present moment, therefore, is money, not in 
large amount, but sulficient to ustify in every di- 
rection the utmost wont | consistent with carefal 
work. My deep interest in the accomplishment of 
the great object for whioh we are all working is 
my excuse for asking permission to offer the follow- 
lug suggestion: 

“In order to provide the funds needed for imme- 
diate use, and at the same time to secure for the 
Committee on Finance the further time which the 
magnitude and importance of the work intrusted to 
it demands, it is suggested that a subscription list 
should at once be started to secure the pledge of a 
tund of $1,000,000 to meet the provisional expenses 
of the enterprise, (ter the completion of the 
permanent fivancial plan; that 200 pe wed pag a ot 
$5,000 each be solicited, none to be binding until 
the whole is subscribed; that the bond be so drawn 
as to hold the subscribers and their legal repre- 
sentatives each for his pru rata share, but for that 
only; that the bond be used as collateral security 
for loans, as required, from a bank or trust com- 
pany, the bond to be. canceled out of the first pro- 
ceeds of the permanent financial plan, and, finally, 
that the money thus ebtained be placed at the 1m- 
mediate use of the several committees to inaugu- 
rate actual work. 

“*It will be seen that no liability cau arise unless 
the project of an exhibition be abandoned, and even 
then only for the amount expended in provisional 
work, the total of which cannot exceed a small 
fraction of the guarantee fund. I have conferred 
with several of our most prominent bankers, and 
am assured that the method suggested is entirely 
practicable. If aeecoyss. it should obviously be 
carried ont under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, unless popular enthusiasm should an- 
ticipate their action by a voluntary completion of 
the fund. I hereby offer to become one of the sub- 
scribers to the fund, subject to the conditions here- 
in stated, and beg to suggest that all others similar- 
ly disposed should immediately so notify your 

onor.”’ 

In order to demonstrate the popularity of his 
plan, Mr. Towne sent one of his business as- 
sociates out to collect provisional subscriptions. 
He expected to be able toshow a list of 200 
willing subscribers this afternoon. 

John Spier of 23 West Ninth-street wrote to 
the Committee on Site and Buildings suggest- 
ing a plan by which the use of any portion of 
Central Park could be dispensed with. He said 
he had “ noticed no allusion to the almost en- 
tirely unoccupied area between One Hundred 
and Tenth and One Hundred and Eighth streets 
and Riverside and Central Parks and west of 
Tenth-avenue, between One Hundred and 
Eighth and One Hundred and Sixth streets,” 
and suggested that this large tract could be 
easily acquired for the uses of the exposition 
under the power of eminent domain. 

The Real Estate Exchange will hold a special 
meeting on Thursday to take action upon the 
site question. the Exchange has offered to 
give the committee all information desired 
about the ownership of lots included as private 
property within the site, the date of purchase, 
and the consideration paid for them. 

The Sub-Committee on Buildings are preparin 
@ map of the site which will show every lot an 
all the minute subdivisions, with their dimen- 
sions and the character of the improvements, 

_ John D. Crimmins of the Committee on Site 
and Buildings said yesterday that there was no 
doubt but that the part of Central Park in- 
eluded in the selected site would have to be 
taken. There were several important tracts 
outside the Park and within the site area that 
they could not have the use of. It was certain 
they could not get the Bloomingdale Asylum 
grounds, between One Hundred and Sixteenth 
and One Hundred and Twentieth streets, and it 
was still doubtful whether they could get the 
use of the remaining part between One Hun- 
ored and Fourteenth and One Hundred and Six- 
teenth streets. The property was well worth 
$15,000,000, and that sum was beyond the pur- 
chasing power of the exposition Management. 
[It was also doubtful whether they could get the 
Leake and Watts Asylum grounds, between One 
Hundred and Tenth and One Hundred and 
Thirteenth streets and Morningside and Tenth 
avenues, i 4s 

J. Rhinelander Dillon, 
a combination of capitalists, called at the com- 
mittee rooms to promote his scheme, whereby 
he proposes to relieve the exposition manage- 
ment from possibility of loss on their real 
estate investments. He says his principals 
are prepared to enter into bonds of $2,500,000 
to take the real estate off the hands of the man- 
agement at the close of the fair for juss what 
they would have to pay forit. Who his princi- 
pals were be would not say.

The last named left the train at a point in Ohio, 
During the journey Woodruff told the witness 
to take care of the company’s books and seal, 
which were being taken by the party from Cia- 
cinnati to New-York, and on reaching the latte 
place to take them to Henry S. Ives & Co.’s 
Office. When the party arrived in New-York he 
companied it over the ferry, and, after secing 
the Stayners get into a carriage and Ives and 


Woodruff enter a cab together, he went back to 
the car, got the books and seal, and took them 
to Ives g Co.’s office as he had been directed. 
Woodruff met him there, took the books and 
seal from him and weit with them into the back 
ottice. It was then between 10 and 11 o’clock 
jn the morning. : 

When he was on his way East from Cincinnati 
to testify at the present trial his pass had been 
canceled by telegraph at London, Ohio. Tele- 
| erg were produced from M. D. Woodford, a 

ice President of the road, directed to him on 
the train and ordering him notto goon East, 
‘but to return to Cincinnati on the first train. 

In cross-examination the witness admitted 
\that he had caused an untruthful telegram to 
be sent him from thia city, signed ‘‘ W. D. Wil- 
‘gon”—the name of an uncle of his—telling him 
‘that his aunt lay here at the point of death and 
‘masking him to come here Immediately. When 
he got to this city he stopped with a man named 
Proctor, whe used to be Ives’s body servant, 
but Proctor had not spoken to him about the 
trial 

“Let us have the facts in the case,” the fourth 
juror remarked quite excitedly. ‘“‘Let us have 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so that I, as taras [I am concerned, can 
decide this case intelligently.” 

Wilson said that when bis pass had been 

stopped he paid his fare for the rest of the way 
to Now-York. The day before he left Vincin- 
‘mati Thomas Walsh, a clerk of the railroad, 
‘showed him two telegrams from Julius Dexter 
land one: from Frank R. Lawrence. The one 
from Dexter set forth that the latter under- 
stood that Wilson was on his way to New-York, 
jand asked who authorized him to go and what 
‘business he was on. Lawrence’s telegram asked 
on what train Wilson left Cincinnati. 
: This closed the evidence and, counsel on both 
ides having declared their cases complete, Mr. 
Brooke asked the court for an instruction to the 
Jury to acquit on the grounds already addueed 
and also because no evidence had been pro- 
duced corroborating that of the accomplice. 

*‘I deny your motion,” the Reourder ruled. 

|“ There is evidence, if the jury believes it, 
which corroborates that of Woodruff.” 
, Mr. Brooke, in his address to-day, charged 
/ that the prosecution was the result of a con- 
‘gpiracy. He attacked Short’s testimony as un- 
jreliable on account of the witness’s impaired 
memory and as disproved by Gov. Hoadly and 
‘Edgar M. Johnson, and held that the certifi- 
cates were issued on the date they bore, June 
{19, 1886, and in Cincinnati, and bence were 
outside of the court’s jurisdiction. Mr. Brooke 
went on to say that Woodruff had allowed him- 
self to be used as a tool by persons interested 
in saving the Meyer estate from the $7,000,000 
‘Indebtedness attaching to it, if it be sustained 
that Christopher Meyer really sizned the agree- 
ment which Woodrnif had first sworn to be 
genuine, and to have been signed in his pres- 
ence, and later on had sworn to be a forgery. * 

Those whom Mr. Brooke charged to be 1n the 
conspiracy were Heury A. Taylor and Mablon 
©. Martin, executors of the Meyer estate; Rus- 
#ell Saye, Sidney Dillon, Jay Gould, and Julius 
Dexter. The latter he charged was a scorpion 
whom ives had warmed in his bosom and who 
had turned upon his benefactor. He asked why 
the prosecution liad not called as a witness 
Dexter, on whose evidence Ives had beeng in- 
dicted. If Gould, Sage, and the others had 
caused these proceedings to be instituted in the 
cause of morality and commercial integrity, 
why did they allow two years to elapse before 
they did so? It was plain that no prosecution 
would have occurred but for-the necessity of 
establishing the alleged invalid character of the 
Meyer agreement. 

r. Brooke alluded only briefly to the alibi, 
insisting that if the jury believed Woodruff’s 
atory they would have to stamp, Miss Stayner 
acd the tive other witnesses as perjurers. 

Tne Recorder, when Mr. Brooke was done, 
asked Col. Fellows whether he was ready to 

roceed and, receiving a negative reply, ad- 
ourned court until this morning,

An appeal could not bo 
heard in the Supreme Court for from three to 
five years, and as itis not at all probable that 
the decision of two so able jurists as Judges 
Blodgett and Nelson would ever be reversed, the 
decision in effect kills the Minnesota cattle in- 
spection law.

SHIZED BY THE SHEKIFE. 


BELFORD, CLARKE & co.’s NEW-YORK 
AND BROOKLYN STORES ATTACHED. 


Deputy Sheriff Anderson yesterday took pos- 
session of the store of Belford, Clarke & Co., 
book publishers, at 22 East Eighteenth-street, 
on an attachment for $25,000 granted by Judge 
Barrett of the Supreme Court 1n favor of Gerald 
F. Shepard, to whom the claim was assigned by 
the Firat National Bank of Chicago. The -at- 
tachment was granted on the ground that Bel- 
ford, Clarke & Co. are a foreign corporation, 
the headquarters being in Chicago. The branch 
in Brooklyn was also seized by the Sheriff. 

Bradstreet’s reports state that the business 
was started in Chicago by Belford, Clarke & 
Co. in March, 1879. They became involved in 
January, 1880, and settled at 40 cents on the 


dollar. In May following they incorporated 
the business into a stock company, with @ cap- 
ital of $10,000. In 1881 the company became 
involved by the failure of Jobn Lovell of New- 
York, but eventually came out all right, and 
the capital stock was increased to $50,000 in 
February, 1882. The business was gradually 
extended by establishing twenty-five agenvies 
in various large cities, the New-York brauch 
being opened in August, 1883, Extending the 
business required a large amount of capital, 
and as @ consequence the company borrowed 
largely. In March, 1884, the capital stock was 
increased to $250,000, of which, it is claimed, 
$200,000 has since been paid up. 

The company continued doing & pen f large 
business until the fire in May, 1886, which de- 
stroyed the building which it occupied, with 
the contents. Since then the company has con- 
tracted its business very materially and re- 
duced its branches to two. The inventory of 
Feb. 1 last showed assets of $544,103 and lia- 
pee $303,427, exclusive of capital stook of 
$200,000,

SOLD BUT NOT SEITLED. 


MR. MADDOX GETS THE FRANCHISE, BUT 
MR. KEELER WILL SUE. 


The row over the sale of the franchise to op- 
erate a surface railroad through Montague- 
street, Brooklyn, to the Wall-Street Ferry was 
reopened yesterday, when Controller Brinker- 
hoff was ready to continue the auction sale ad- 
journed several weeks ago. There were present 
in the Controller’s office C. C. Keeler, A. H. 
Matthesius, and A. H. Dailey of the Wall-Street 
Ferry Company, H. D. Hotchkiss and Gen. Win- 
gate of the Brooklyn Heights Company, W. 5. 
Maddox of the Montague-Street Company, and 
Corpvration Counsel Jenks, 

Protiting by the example set at the last sale, 
when one concern actually bid more thaw its 
gross receipts for the franchise, Controller 
Brinkerhoff read a statement providing that no 
bid in excess of 100 per cent. of the receipts 
would be received, and another to the eff-ct 
that a bond of $25,000 would be required to 
bind the successful bidder to his contract. 

Then the fun began. Mr. Keeler protested 
against the sale on the ground that his com- 
pany had bid 97 per cent. at the last sale, 
which, with the additionai 3 per cent. required 
by law, made his bid 100 per cent. He demanda- 
ed the franchise. Mr. Maddox, who had bid 100 
per cent. at the last sale, objected on the 
ground that his bid of the limit was made be- 
fore any other. After considerable wrangling, 
Corporation. Counsel Jenks decided that Mr. 
Maddox’s bid had the preference, and advised 
the Controller to award the franchise to the 

“ontague-Street Company. This was done and 
the sale was declared at an end. 

Mr. Keeler refused to take back his bid and 
announced that he would appeal te the courts. 
The scandal about the scheme to charge fure 
over the Pierrepont part of the street and none 
over the city’s portion. came out when Mr. 
Keeler’s opponents appealed to the courts, and 
that gentleman says that a still. bigger story 
will be told when he gets a hearing. 








A BOGUS DETECTIVE,

THE WOMAN IN THE ORLLAR. 


JANITOR HOWLAND OFTEN’ SAW HER, | 
BUT HE SAID LITTLE ABOUT IT. 


The woman who was found in the cellar of 
the Roman Catholic church at Mount Vérnon, 
N. Y., a few minutes prior to her death on Sat- 
urday night has not yet been identified. It ap- 
pears thatshe inhabited thedark and musty 
place in which she was found for months. Itis

' But one man in the town seems to have 
known anything about the woman’s presence. 
He is Janitor Howland of the public school 
across the way from the church. He says he 
saw her emaciated tace at one of the cellar 
windows at various times since last July. Fre- 
guently, too, he saw her in the yard in the rear 
of the church, where she went to get water 
from the well. Sometimes she sat on the top 
of the steep flight of steps that lead into the 
cellar area at the rear, but she ran inside at 
~ one’s approach. 

he boys, the janitor says, used to throw 
etones through-the windows and shout to the 
forlorn tenant of the cellar to comeout. No 
one else appears to have been aware of these 
doings. The Rev. Father Coles, the pastor of 
the church, says he never dreamed there was 
any one there. People living near the church 
say they never heard of the cellar’a tenant 
until she was found on Saturday night. 

Howland says he was reticent about speaking 
of the affair lest Catholics should say he was 
trying to ridicule their churoh. He did mention 
it, though, avout a month ago to Dayid yt S 
the former sexton, but Kirby laughed and said 
he believed it was a ghost story. 

The dead woman has decidedly Celtic features. 
Her hair is short, brown, and curly. Her eyes 
are bite. She wore a number of Catholic 
charms and omens about her neck, The body is 
to be interred at St. Matthew’s Cemetery at 
New-Rooholle to-day, if no one comes forward 
to claim it, 

A theory that the body might be that of Vir-

NEW TESTIMONY FROM TARDY WIT-
